ner hour to psy their call... 

On the Ist. June this yaar thero 
was an enormous flight: of. large 
white ants in. the University 

; It was a-vory wet day, 
practioally:the first real rain we 
had bad for the year and tho more 
it_rained the mora the termites 
seemed. Yo. enjoy it. I first 
noticed them st about-4 o'clock 
inthe afternoon fluttering about 
olosé to the ground in small num- 
bers, As the evening came on 
their numbers incraased and they 
rose higher and higher in the air, 
inspite of the heavy rain, until 
the whole sky. seemed to be alive 
with them as far as I could see. 
Tt ‘was «surprise that insects 
with such feeble fluttering fight 
could attain such a height-and 
so long. in the | air, 
especially as it was.raining - so 
heavily the whole time.. Their 
numbers avemed ta. be endless 
giving the appsarancé of a re. 
gular snowstorm.: ; 

- One wonders.what becomes’ of 
all these flying termites. For a 
while ‘they disport#themsolves 


‘ {round an electric Hight.and then 


if they. oscape the soup plato 
they light upon the table-oloth 
whero they race about for a 


""\|few minutes and then “discard 


their wings. This is not ddne by 


| accident but deliborately along a 


special line of weakness near the 
hase'of the wing. In this wing- 
leed. condition they chase one 
another in and out-.among the 
dishes in twos and threes’ and 
finally disappear. Nexs morning 
there are a few wings blowing 
about but nothing ia to be seen of 
their ownera. -What:bas -become 
of them? Vast numbers are no 
doubt devoured by birds, bats, and 
lizards. The ‘birds’ sometimes 
gorge themselves to such an 
-extent with white ants that they 
cannot close their bills. Termites 
appear to be very tasty morsels 
and in some coustrigs ara oageriy | 
eaten by the natives, They are 
said to be ewect and delicious as 
well as highly nutritious. Those 
that. escape being devoured, 
‘efter losing thoir'wings creep into 
cracks and holes avoiding .th- 
light which proviously attracted 
them. Here no doubt the vast 
majority perich, but it ia believed 
that a few pairs more fortunate 
than the rest eurviva and éom- 
mence naw colonies. ; 
NESTS OF WHITE -ANTs, 

In Hoogkong the termites 
make their néats uadergrouud in 
dome-shaped holes. which they 
excavate. There are often sevoral 
chambers a few feet below 
the sutiace of the ground con- 
nected by underground passages. 
‘The outside of the nest is made 
of particles of soil loosely cem- 
ented together to form a dome— 
shaped wall. “Inside thera is a 
sort of irregular honeycomb of 
twisted interlacing passages form- 
ed of wood mixed.with saliva tc 
form.s hard pulp. In spegist 
chambers are oval masses of 
chewed bark, eto, about as large 
as an egg,-o0 which « fungus is
